The Anticellencies of ſome Gifted-men in Corinth did make 
them famous; their fame did make them rend; their prige did 
make them fact; and their faſtious made Confuſion. 

That fatall Tragedie of (orinth is Acting now upon our Ex- 
gliſo Theater. Theſe times have famed ſome for Gifted-men in 
England ; and the Breath of Fame hath paft them up with pride; 
and pride hath put them into factiont; and what can we now ex- 
pect (without re · union) but Coranths fate, Confuſion ? 

Had thoſe of Corinth coveted the Grace of Charity to make 
them humble, as impenſely, as they did ſome other Gifts of Grace 


to make them admirable ;:their Church had been leſſe tranſient, 


but they much more tranſcendent. 

But, alas for it ! Corinth was ſoone unc hurched through the 
want of Charity in her Z calaus Schiſmaticks; and the want of 
Charity in other Schiſmatizing Zealot, hath untingdomed many 
Churches, and may too ſoone anchurch as many Kingdowes. 

i» Iyech dy, There is one Holy Spirit, ſaith holy Athana- 
ſius; And by that one Spirit there are diver ſities of Gifts, ſaith this 
Inſpired Secretarie of that Holy Spirit. 

The ſame Spirit of Gifts was given to ſome of Corizth; and 
divers gifts of the Spirit were given to divers: For ſome were 
Gratie gratis data races freely given to ſome few, for the good 
of many others; and others were Gratie gratos facientes, Graces 
given to divers, for the good of thoſe, to whom they were gi- 
Ven. - 

Ihe Firſt did make men far more famous, then the Second: 
But the Sccond did make men farre more gracious, then the 
Firſt, © 

The firſt did make men great. The ſecond did make men good; 
All were not great by the firft , that were good by the ſecond.
